mother?” Ycars ago, it was a German; 
only the nationality changes! One answer 1s 
that bombs do not protect mothers ; they 
only serve to attract other bombs which will 
blast mothers to bits. 


Many mothers appear to be content to see 
their sons torn from their homes to be 
taught the arts of war. I cannot believe that 
their motive is selfishness, that is, that they 
wish their children to defend them. I believe 
that women would prefer to lose any 
treasure rather than their sons. 


Perhaps it is that mothers see the advantages 
of military service outweighing the. disad- 
vantages. Everything which should be a 
boy’s birthright, security of employment, 
training, discipline, amenitics of every kind, 
travel, the right to serve the community 
directly, and prestige are his once he joins 
the Forces. These things are so often denied 
him in civilian life. Perhaps mothers are 
duped by these disguises which mask the 
grim realitics of war, just as high wages 
and full employment mask the horror of the 
traffic in armaments. 


Those who have no illusions, and with break- 
ing hearts let their boys go, do it because 
they see no other way. They feel helpless. 


If only mothers realised that they are not 
helpless, and that there is a way. Look 
back into history and see how often one 
woman has faced up to evil, dared Govern- 
ment, conventional Society, doing so in an 
era when it was infinitely more difficult for 
women to make a stand. 


It is the time of Lent, when people are turning 
their thoughts back to events which led to 
the first Easter Day. They mourn for a 
crucified Christ, and talk of the Holy 
Mother. If only they would remember the 
Central core of His teaching about evil— 
“Don't commit it.” For two thousand years 
We have been trying to persuade ourselves 
that He didn’t really mean it. How we 
Insult Him when we say we hate and lie and 
Kill for His sake, and for the sake of our 
mothers. 

As our mothers once pursued emancipation, 
with the same single-mindedness, and sim- 
Plicity of statement, let mothers pursue 
Peace, and the world may be within sight 
of Resurrection at last.

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SPEAKS FOR BRITAIN 


Wins praise from all political parties 


PRAISE HAS COME from members of all British political parties 
for Sir Richard Acland’s decision to resign from Parliament and fight 
his seat at Gravesend in the by-election which will follow as an un- 
dependent “ No H-bomb” candidate. 

That he has spoken for the majority of the people of Britain 
is revealed by a News Chronicle Gallup Poll which shows 52 per 
cent of the people opposed, or uncertain that it should be made. 
There were 43 per cent decidedly opposed to making it. 


Sir Richard is 48, and the 15th baronet : 


Sir John Acland MP 


received his title in James the First’s reign. 
In his speech in the House of Commons on March 10, Sir Richard 


said : 
[T is my purpose to oppose the Air 
Estimates on the grounds that they 
make provision for the strategic bomber 
force whose sole purpose is to carry the 
hydrogen bomb. 


I believe that that decision is wrong. 


I do not regard it as being relatively wrong 
or wrong in some small way. 


I regard it as being absolutely wrong, and 
I believe that the taking of this decision is 
the crucial decision which heads us towards 
disaster : whereas, if we had the courage, the 
vision and the clearsightedness to refrain 
from this decision, the defence of our 
country and the peace of the world for the 
next quarter or half century might yet be 
secured. 


I feel so intensely on this problem that I 
have to make a personal point. It is no longer 
possible for me— 
or rather to be 
more accurate I 
should say that for 
rather — special 
reasons it is only 
possible for me for 
a few days longer 
—to go along with 
the majority of my 
colleagues on these 
benches who take 
the other view. 
This, therefore, is 
certainly the last 
specch that I shall 
make in this 
House except on 
the other side of the next Gravesend by-elec- 
tion, and it could, therefore, be the last speech 
that I shall make here for a quite considcrable 
time. I have to face that possibility. 


Against all strategic bombing 


In taking the line which I take this evening, 
with this emphasis, I am bound to start with 
the word Peccavi. I have myself sinned in 
regard to this issue because, of course, I 
should have protested, or protested much more 
vigorously, not merely against the hydrogen 
bomb today but against the A-bomb and the 
strategic bomber force in each year that this 
matter has come forward since the war. 


I did, indeed, make a speech at this time last 
year against the strategic bomber force, and, 
to that limited extent, I am consistent. For the 
rest, I can only say two things in extenuation 
of my failure. One is that in the last 12 
months something has happened. The hydro- 
gen bomb has been actually exploded, and 
Japanese fishermen have been killed hundreds 
of miles from the explosion. That is some- 
thing which affects anyone’s emotions, and 
makes one understand and grasp tha signifi- 
cance of things which, to be quite candid. one 
ought to have grasped before but did not. 
There is another change in the situation that 
has occurred during the last 12 months which 
I shall come to in the course of what I shall 
have to say. 

Now, in considering the strategic bomber 
force, with all its terrible implications for 
humanity, I am bound to say, first of all, that 
the purely pacifist argument is enormously 
strong. When honestly stated that argument is

quite simple. It is that this sort of thing is 
morally wrong. There is no room whatever for 
calculation about any consequences in the 
pacifist argument. Whatever the consequences 
may be, they assert that war is wrong. 


That argument, which completely discounts 
the calculation of the consequences, can today 
be reinforced by another which is not without 
significance. It is a truism that there have been 
great changes in the methods of waging war in 
the last decade. In 1939, it was my judgment 
—perhaps I was wrong, but I thought it right 
at the time—that all the worst that could be 
done to the human race by the sort of war that 
seemed probable in the 19403 could net excced

the damage which would have been done to 
the human race by the world victory of 
Nazism. 


I am not sure that a comparable judgment 
could be made today. We look, of course, at 
what is worst in Communism, and we are apt 
to forget some of its material achievements. I 
think, perhaps, that is no worse than the 
attitude of those who look only at the material 
achievements and quite forget what is bad and 
evil in it. What is evil—ifone thinks of it 
extending over the whole earth and lasting 
many years, perhaps decades—is a daunting 
prospect. But it would not last for ever. 


To confine the spirit of man within a 
spiritual strait-jacket for ever is absolutely 
inconceivable, 


All I have to say Is that {t is not a self- 
evident proposition that the damage done 
to the human race now, and in the centuries 
in the future, by the world victory of Com- 
munism would be worse than the damage 
done to the human race by a hydrogen- 
bomb war fought in order ta prevent It. 


We now say, quite openly, that what we 
rely on to save the peace of the world is the 
deterrent—the H-bomb—and it is this which 
makes a decisive difference compared with the 
Situation a year ago. It makes a difference 
particularly in relation to the problem of co- 
operation with our American friends. 


Twelve months ago was the last occasion 
on which, in the fast resort, we were relying 
for the defence of the free world upon men 
on the ground; armed men —some, maybe, 
armed with atomic artillery. But the essence 
of the defence of the free world, as we con- 
ceived it 12 months ago, was by men on the 
ground. When we consider men—and in part 
of this Estimate we are doing so—the fact is 
that Western Europe has far more men than 
the United States. It would have been churlish, 
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“There is something sordid and even odious about the 
ordinary processes of foreign policy. There is a constant 
suspicion of intrigue, a constant assertion of ‘interests,’ a 
dangerous familiarity with thoughts of force or fraud and 
a habit of using silken phrases as a cover for very brutal 
facts.” -——-SiR EDWARD GRLY. 


Sir Richard Acland’s challenge 


VE said last week that on the issues of greatest impor- 
tance there has been as liit'e democratic consultation 
in this country as there has been in Russia, 


The first step to remedy this situation has now been taken. 
Not only pacifists will be grateful to Sic Richard Ac'and for 
his courageous decision, but all who hold that the mozal issues 
involved in the use of modern weapons of war are such (hat every 
man should face them in his own conscience and not shelter 
behind decisions already taken by politicians, 


The Press has given a great deal more space to the position 
of Mr, Bevan in the Labour Party than it has to the consequences 
of the action of Sir Richard Acland, but what Sir Richard has 
done is of vastly greater significance and is likely to have much 
more important repercussions on the Party’s future. 


There is, in fact, very tittle difference between Mr. Bevan 
and the Labour Party leadership on any issue of poticy, and the 
Labour Party, under the guidance of the Bevan group, would 
fol'ow substantially the same lines as under the leadership of 
those around Mr. Attlee and Mr. Morrison. This appties to 
domestic policy as well as to international affairs, but it is in 
the latter field that Mr. Bevan has sought to give the impression 
of a difference that is not really there. 


There has been no significant difference between Mr. Bevan 
and the leadership on British ties with America, on the level of 
armaments, on consc:iption, on the establishment of US bases in 
this country, or on the manufacture of atom and hydrogen bombs, 


So far as Mr. Bevan is concerned none of these issues would 
be presented to the electors for decision ; he stands equally with 
Mr. AtCee and Sir Winston Churchill for bi-partisanship in policy 
on all these matters of commanding importance. 

What Sir Richard Actand has done is fundamental. We do 
not think that pacifists could have continued much longer in 
association with the Labour Party without making a_ similar 
challenge to the pressure of Party discipline on their deepest 
moral convictions; nevertheless, we believe that there is a 
decided advantage in the fact that now this moral challenge has 
come it is made by one who is not 2 pacifist and who even in 
making it disclaims pacifism. 

The difference here from the Bevan approach is striking. 
Both men say, in effect : 

There is no moral distinction between the use of the 
hydrogen bomb and the use of the atom bomb ; and there is 
no moral distinction between atom bombiiig and the type of 
saturation bombing that was inflicted on the people of D.esden. 

Mr, Bevan argues, however, that as he and his Party gave 
endorsement to saturation bombing they would have had no 
moral justification for condemning atom-bombing and they have 
today no moral justification for condemning H-somting. There 
fs therefore nothing that separates him from the Labour and 
Conservative jeaders other than an untenable distinction as to 
the conditions in which the H-bomb is to be used. Sir Richard 
Acland says, on the other hand : 

The immensity and the terrible character of the conse- 
quences that the development of this poticy has‘ brought show 
us the appalling character of the course we have taken, We 
have been wrong. 

In his speech in the House Sir Richard seemed at times to 
be near to compromising this clear moral challenge by certain 
military calculations based on the power of America. We hope 
that in his approach to the electors such calculations will be left 
behind. ‘Ihe House of Commons offers its members a big tempta- 
tion to digressions along these lines; in the country and in his 
constituency Sir Richard will not be tempted to destroy the 
moral compulsion that his chailenge will bring to many, by 
diluting it through an appeal to a calculating expedicncy. 

Sir Richard is not a pacifist and he cannot be expected to 
make h's appeal on grounds of pacifism. He will carry the 
overwhelming majority of pacifists with him, and we believe 
many more besides, if he clearly bases his campaign on the words 
with which he concluded his speech. 

Having spoken of the bewilderment caused “by the fact that 
both the leading partics have accepted this horror,” he said : 

“Somcbody must go to the limits of what is possible within 
the framework of our democracy in order to assert that reconcilia- 
tion, sympathy and understanding—even sympathy and under- 
standing for men and nations that we believe to be wrong—are 
in the end, stronger and more decisive forces than anything that 
comes out of the instruments of untimited physical power. I 
should not be true to myself if I did anything other than that.”

Party Manoeuvres 


TINHE extent to which mere manoeuvre 
+ is today substituting real differences 
in principle in politics has been shown in 
the recent happenings in the House of 
Commons. 


In April last year, following the 
American H-bomb test in the Pacific, a 
resolution was carried by the Commons, 
with the endorsement of all Parties, 
drawing attention to the devastating 
character of the threat of war today with 
this new weapon, and calling for a 
British initiative to bring about talks 
between the heads of the US, Russian 
and British Governments with a view to 
the relaxation of tension. 


Although it had the general endorse- 
ment of the House this resolution was 
never acted upon because the US Gov- 
ernment did not approve of it. Later the 
question of the completion of the ratifi- 
cations of the London and Paris agree- 
ments with a view to the rearming of 
Germany was given precedence by all 
Parties over the proposed talks, and the 
H-bomb question was given second 
place. 


With the terrible news in the White 
Paper on Defence that Britain has now 
so far accepted H-bomb warfare that it 
proposes to follow the American and 
Russian examples, the gencral reaction 
of official circles in the Labour Party was 
to accept the British H-bomb without 
question and to criticise the White Paper 
on purely military grounds. 


A group round Mr. Bevan, however, 
while equally accepting the decision on 
the H-bomb, desired to put down a 
motion reiterating last year’s call for 
talks between the heads of Governments. 
It was this attitude—and Mr. Bevan’s 
demeanour in acting upon it—that led 
the Party Executive to recommend 
expulsion. 


Parallel with this the Party leadership 
tabled a motion on the same lines as 
that which Mr. Bevan’s group had 
desired to move. This was proposed in 
the House by Mr. Attlee despite the fact 
that he himself, like the Conservatives, 
had previously come to accept the view 
that such talks should wait upon the 
completion of the ratifications for 
German rearmament. 


Politics is, of course, inevitably a busi- 
ness of compromise and adjustment, and 
must from time to time involve contra- 
dictions. The disarray that is indicated 
in the above record, however, means a 
good deal more than the necessary 
adaptation of political means to ends to 
get decisions; it means that politics is 
ceasing to be concerned with genuine 
disagreements as to policy and is coming 
to be motivated exclusively by manoeuvre 
within and between parties. 


The Gravesend by-election provides an 
opportunity for those who have a con- 
cern for political principle to make them- 
selves felt. 


New Quemoy danger 


TINHERE has always been a deep divi- 

sion between the British and US 
attitudes to China and Formosa. Because 
Britain’s military policy is so closely 
linked to that of the USA the British 
view has been played down. 

The differences that exist, however, 
become increasingly evident and it is 
becoming less possible to cover them up. 

They should be frankly set out in a 
UN Assembly discussion on the relation 
of the Chinese Government to UN, 
rather than become apparent through 
American involvement in war with China 
on the assumption that this could be 
with British support. 

We seem to be getting dangerously 
near to this. In his Commons speech 
following his return from the East, Sir 
Anthony Eden said that, with the excep- 
tion of Formosa and the Pescadores, the 
troops of Chiang Kai-shek should be

not a big shot in the power game, and do not 
have H-bombs of your own, you do not have 
much “restraining influence.” 
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withdrawn from the Chinese coastal 
islands; and that consideration of the 
future status of Formosa and the Chinese 
representation in UN could follow. 


Asked to comment on this Mr. Dulles 
refused to be committed to any statement 
about the possible admission of China to 
the UN. All he would say about the 
proposed withdrawal of Chiang’s troops 
from the islands was that the US also 
wanted to end hostilities in the Far East. 


Chiang’s Premier, Mr. Yui, however, 
was not so reticent. He remarked that 
Quemoy and Matsu “ would be held until 
the last soldier had shed his last drop 
drop of blood.” 


It would now seem that Chiang, and 
not Sir Anthony, has carried the US 
Administration with him, for according 
to Mr. Roscoe Drummond, writing in the 
New York Herald Tribune on Monday,

OMDURMAN ! 


During the Army _ Estimates 
Debate continued in the Commons 
on March 8, Mr. M. Phillips Price, 
MP (Gloucestershire West), told of 
the enormous amount of waste 
created by the Army. 


“I was in the Canal Zone last autumn, 
when I visited some of the great stores 
camps which remain there. I fancy that 
stores and equipment to the value of 
about £100,000,000 worth of the tax- 
payers’ money are still lying out there, 
some of it probably deteriorating ... 


“All sorts of things that have been 
there for years and years, many of them 
doing no good at all, are being discov- 
ered. In one camp only the other day a 
lot of lances were discovered which were 
probably there at the time of the Battle 
of Omdurman.” 
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the US Administration had become 
“more convinced than ever” that 
Quemoy and Matsu must not be con- 
ceded to China. He went on to remark 
that the decision that had been reached 
meant 
“that the nation must be more ready 
than it is now psychologically at least 
to accept the real possibility of war 
with China if we intend to stand firm. 
It can be stated unqualifiably that 
President Eisenhower, Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are united in their judg- 
ment that a firm stand against any new 
Communist advance is essential.” 


Senator Knowland has commented that 
this correctly reports the present thinking 
of the administration. 


Doubtless in all this there is an ele- 
ment of “ sabre-rattling ’’ as a means to 
“ negotiation from strength.” 

It is from such sabre-rattling rather 
than from deliberate aggression that wars 
spring. 

The British Government should not 
run the risk of involvement even by 
being quiescent in the face of these 
threatening words, but should make it 
evident that in the war that the American 
administration appears to contemplate, 
it would have to “ go it alone.”

strategy and armament accordingly, and 

“make as certain as possible that its un- 

limited force is used for deterrent and not 

for destructive purposes.” 

Crossman-Wigg conclude that the third 
cous is the best one for the Labour Party to 
adopt. 

The first thing that strikes me is that this is 
another illustration of how insignificant the 
distinction between socialist and Labour parties 
in the West and the opposing “ capitalist” 
parties, such as the British Conservative, tend 
to. become. Both, in the show-down, “ accept ” 
the H-bomb. 

These distinguished Labour MPs contend 
that their party can do a better job of giving 
Britain its money's worth of armaments than 
the Tories. Both parties mean to use the H- 
bomb as the “ultimate deterrent.” But the 
Labour Party can play this admittedly terribly 


bomb, as Churchill does, as the ultimate deter- 
rent, they do not otherwise dwell upon the 
argument that the very horribleness and 
“absolute ” character of the weapon will bring 
governments to their senses and presently Icad 
them to renounce war. As Rajagopalachari 
recently pointed out, living “in a hell of 
continuous fear” is not likely to bring men or 
governments to their senses. Are we seriously 
going to regret that ‘ultimate weapons” were 
not invented sooner so that war might be 
ended? If so, then Truman and his scientific 
aids will have to be absolved of all the curses 
heaped upon them. Is it not quite obvious that 
the talk about ‘‘ deterrence” is either rationali- 
sation or childish whistling in the dark? 


British influence on U.S. 


Crossman-Wigg are more specific in spelling 
out how an H-bomb-armed Britain may con- 
tribute mare eflectively to mediation and re- 
conciliation than a Britain not so armed. The 
argument here is two pronged. In the first 
place, Britain in NATO as the “closest ally 
of the US” and able to “talk turkey” (my 
phrase) to the US because it has H-bombs too 
and is useful as a base for the US, will exercise 
a restraining influence ‘on the latter and 80 
there will be better chances of high level talks 
and world disarmament.” 

In a very tecinetaryeane ery limited sense, 
there may be something in this, Obviously 
every ally has some influence on its ‘ friends.” 
But note that the authors frankly and logically 
put the case on the basis of power. If you are 


you accept.the truly “ fearful choice,” not to 
say immoral. 

The authors, however, admit that Britain's 
day as a “real big shot” is over ; they criticize 
the Churchill policy because it is based on the 
“illusion” that “Britain from her own re- 
sources can produce all the armaments of a 
modern Great Power.” 

Under the circumstances, the restraint 
Britain-with-H-bomb can exercise will be 
decidedly limited. It will largely be discounted, 
surely, by Pentagon and White House policy- 
makers if, as the authors recommend, Britain 
builds H-bombs not as a “loyal” and enthusias- 
tis ally of the US but precisely in order to cool 
off this “ ally " who seems often to be regarded 
as more dangerous than “ the enemy,” Russia. 
If at the crucial point—and after all that has 
been said about the wicked and _ suicidal 
character of the H-bomb—Britain joins the US 
in building up the atomic arsenal of the West, 
who will believe that in the next crucial 
moment Britain will break with this ally? 
Yes, who will believe that in the ultimate 
crucial moment Britain will refrain from using 
the hellish weapons it has produced? 

Labour Partyites are attacking Churchill 
because he has said that they will be used. 
I cannot but feel that in acquiescing in and 
defending the decision to make the H-bomb 
and then criticizing Churchill on this score, 
these Labourites are both less realistic and less 
honourable than Churchill.

[N Philadelphia last week the American Friends Service Committee announced 
summer work and study projects in the United States and abroad that are 


expected to enrol nearly a thousand young 


The Quaker organisation will send young 
people to a dozen countries of Europe as well 
as to Mexico and El Salvador. A few will go 
to Japan and possibly to Haiti and India. 
Others will work on factory assembly lines 
in the US, assist social agencies in slum areas, 
and learn firsthand about conditions on 
American Indian reservations. 


As always, participants will include mem- 
bers of most races and faiths and many nat- 
ionalities ; customarily only a minority are 
themselves Quakers. Students who enrol as 
workers in industry or social agencies and 
those who work in mental hospitals and _re- 
formatories pay summer costs out of their 
earnings. Scholarships are available for other 
projects. 


Work Camps overseas 


_ About 75 volunteers will attend work camps 
in Algeria, Israel and 13 countries of Europe, 
and a few may join a work camp and seminar 
in Japan from mid-June to mid-September. 


Persons willing to spend 18 months over- 


seas may apply for projects in India and 
Pakistan. 


Work Camps in the US 


Six work camps in the US are planned. 
Three will work with Indians-—at Nett Lake, 
Minn., on the Chippewa reservation 200 miles 
north of the Twin Cities ; at Crownpoint, NM, 
with 15 Navajo communities; and at Bell- 
ingham, Wash. with the Lummi _ tribe. 
Another will be with migrant workers in 
Pennsylvania and a fifth at a settlement house 
in a blighted area of Richmond, Va. A work 
camp-—-probably short term in late summer 
—will provide the first interracial experience 
to an Alabama community, where a college 
has voted to accept both Negro and white 
students. Dates: June 24-August 19, Cost: 
$35.

Pring the second World War, it was 

“ exciting” to drop bombs over enemy ter- 
ritory, and raiding Germany brought prestige 
and honour, but the memory of these times 
and the small voice conscience led one RAF 
Officer to destroy himself last month. 


He had been a man with a “career,” but 
on leaving the forces, he discovered that his 
career had left him inadequately equipped for 
civilian life, so he was unable to cope with 
the small farm in the Midlands which he had 
bought with his savings. 


His car was found on the now disused air- 
field from which he used to take off in Lan- 
casters and Mosquitoes, Tubing from the ex- 
haust had carried carbon monoxide into the 
car and gassed the occupant, 


In the verdict of suicide while the balance 
of the mind was disturbed, the coroner sur- 
prisingly described the man as one “ who for 
no apparent reason suffered from a sense of 
personal inadequacy.”

TN spite of a cold night and roads that were 

icy in patches, Hitchin Friends Meeting 
House was crowded last Sunday with about 
170 people to hear a Brains Trust answer 
questions on “The H-bomb: Is There a 
Christian Answer?” Besides those known to 
be pacifists there were a good number of other 
townspeople, some clergy and at Icast one party

The speakers were the Rev. Canon T. J. 
Fitzgerald, Roman Catholic; the Rev. James 
Parkes, Anglican; Eric Baker, Secretary, 
National Peace Council; and Philip Titch- 
marsh, a lecturer on problems of atomic 
energy. Hallam Tennyson, a Quaker, was 
question master. The panel answered the 
questions most ably, with seriousness tinged 
with occasional lively wit. 

It was not all pacifist, the Roman Catholic 
in particular maintaining that, in certain cases, 
use of hydrogen bombs would be justified. 
There was general agreement, however, that 
war was contrary to the mind of Christ and 
that Christians. should take more positive 
action for peace. 

Among the constructive suggestions James 
Parkes said that people should seek to under- 
stand the Russians and to convince them that 
this country wanted peace. The Stockholm 
Peace Declaration need not have. been only 
Communist propaganda. It should have been 
signed by the Qucen in Buckingham Palace and 
taken by royal coach to Parliament for 
further signatures, he suggested humorously 
with an underlying seriousness. It could then 
have become the expression of people’s will 
for peace, both East and West. 

We also urged that the Press should cease 
its continuous attacks on the Sovict Union,

AGAINST THE H-BOMB: 
National suicide 


SUPPORTING Provost Reid of the Ayr 
County Council, at a meeting on February 


22, in which the Ayrshire people were urged | 


to dissociate themselves from the Government's 
policy of “national suicide,” Mr. McInnes of 
Beith said, “Ten H-bombs and we are 
finished.” 

Provost Reid said that he believed Britain 
was fitted to give a moral lead to other nations 
in an attempt to stop the present lunacy 
between East and West whereby each refused 
to stop producing such bombs until the other 
side did so. 

In the event of a third world war, Britain 
would be the first to suffer, he added. There 
was no defence against the H-bomb. It was 
in the interest not only of democracy but of 
self-preservation that all county councils 
should consider this vital question.

E shall never know peace again until we 
relegate the military men to a place in 
the very background of life, where we keep 
our State hangmen,” comments Christian 
Action Fellowship, in its February letter to 
members. 

“We believe that the nation should not be 
committed to such barbarous ways by a small 
body of weak men who dare not consult the 
representatives of the people,” says the letter, 
and continues, “Set the people free from the 
shackles of preparations for war, and so be 
able to help the two-thirds of the world’s popu- 
lation living in poverty and ignorance, other- 
wise the communists will have moral right on 
their side.” 


“Break the vicious spiral”’ 


A ‘STATEMENT issued by the National 
*™ Administrative Council of the Independant 
Labour Party urges the people of Britain to 
become neutral, destroy armaments, and use 
the country’s resources for constructive pur- 
poses. 

“The Independant Labour Party condemns 
the Government's decision to manufacture the 
hydrogen bomb. The policy of ‘ peace through 
strength’ and of piling up deterrents in the 
form of super-destructive weapons can be 
employed by their supposed enemies as well 25 
by Britain and the USA, and the end-result iS 
simple that war when it comes will be the 
more devastating for both sides .. . Now that 
hydrogen bombs are certain to be used the 
next world war would be, as the Statement on 
Defence admits, a struggle for survival of the 
grimmest kind, and many experts have de- 
clared may bring the end of civilisation and 
perhaps of all human life on the planet. 

“The Labour Party has no alternative 
policy. Clement Attlee has declared that he is 
in favour of Britain manufacturing the hydro- 
gen bomb until there is world agreement on 
disarmament, and this has been endorsed by 
the Parliamentary Labour Party. 

The 1.L.P. appeals to the British people... 
to break the vicious spiral of more and more 
lethal armament and to give a lead to the 
world by declaring now that we will be neutral 
in any world war and that we will destroy our 
armaments, build no more, and use the 
country’s resources for constructive purposes 
and for the creation of an abundance and 
a full life for the individual. 


EFFECTIVE ABOLITION 


OT to pile up such weapons but to secure 

their effective abolition,” is the call of 
Science for Peace in a statement to the press. 

“The official publication of the United 
States’ hydrogen bomb tests,” continues the 
statement, “reveal that the fall-out from one 
such bomb is capable of killing people over 
an area of 7,000 square miles. It is also 
possible to calculate from the figures given that 
serious radiation sickness would occur over an 
area twice as great. This means that for each 
bomb, even outside centres of total destruc- 
tion, millions of men, women and children 
would be exposed to lingering and painful 
disease under conditions where they coul 
expect little effective medical aid.” 

Science for Peace comments favourably on 
the White Paper on Nuclear Power, but adds, 
seers arity iS, difficult to see how the resources 0 
technical manpower and materials will be 
available for this programme if the closely 
similar requirements of the nuclear weapons 
programme are also to be satisfied.”

HOSE who read newspapers know 
that the word most frequently used 
today is in fact one of our oldest words. 


When ever we have a religious service or 
some other good work we repeat the word 
“SHANTI” “Peace” three times at the begin- 
ning and the end. 


But nowadays the word “ Peace” is being 
used not only for religious but also for 
irreligious actions. 


Nation after nation is preparing itself to 
increase its armament, scientists who are carry- 
ing on advanced research in weapons of death, 
all in the name of “ Peace” while preparing 
armaments, are hypocrites. 


It is an age-old illusion that to make peace 
one must prepare for war, and the strange 
thing is that this iflusion should continue even 
in this scientific age. 


The defenceless, men believe, will be 
sacrificed like the goat, while those who are 
armed with the strength of the lion will be 
secure. But experience teaches that while 
goats may be sacrificed, lions are hunted. 
The race of lions would have been extinct 
long ago if it had not been for the mercy 
of men. An increase of armed violence in 
this age of science can only Iead to the total 
destruction of man. 


We ought to have freed ourselves from this 
illusion, but old habits and old illusions die 
hard. And so men still imagine that peace can 
be maintained among nations only if they are 
fully armed. 


This is a self-contradictory principle: that 
we should manufacture things that destroy 
Peace! Things that produce fear in order to 
create fearlessness! 


If the President of the USA suffers from this 
illusion now, Parasuram suffered from it in 
time past, Parasuram was a Brahmin, a 
teacher, yet he became a warrior in order to 
destroy the injustice of war. The method ol 
violence did not establish peace and ultimately 
he laid down his arms and took up the tools 
of the farmer, producing food crops from the 
land. 


If a wise man like Parasuram could fall 
into this illusion, is it any wonder that the 
President of the USA and the Prime Minister 
of Pakistan should do so ? 


“The wonder is that in spite of all our pro- 
gress in science, in this age of science, the 
illusion should still persist. For the attempt 
to establish non-violence through violence has 
failed time after time, and in future it may 
lead us not only to self-destruction but to the 
destruction of humanity. 


N these days another means is 

being tried to bring about “ World 
Peace.” The leaders of some nations sit round 
a table for discussion and consultation on 
matters of ‘ Peace” in what is known as 
UNO. 


This method is certainly more reasonable 
than the, effort to establish non-violence 
through violence but its weakness lies in the 
fact that though the members sit round a table 
and discuss they do not trust one another. 


It is not possible that Peace can be brought 
about by discussion without mutual trust. 


Again, it is only certain nations that have 
a place in the UNO, and great nations like 
China are denied entry because they are not 
trusted. Those who sit there base their talks on 
the belief that others are dishonest and ready 
to deceive and betray them. Peace can be 
built only on faith, not on suspicion or 
mutual distrust. 


TINHERE is another group of good 

men who are also working for 

“World Peace” whose efforts are known as 
Moral Rearmament. 


_ Their programme is to visit other countries 
in the world and do some good work in order

to create an atmosphere of mutual love and 
friendship. 


A member of this group came to meet me 
and I learned something of their work from 
him. I told him: 


“Tt is good that you should undertake 
these acts of charity and serve in order to 
increase love in the world. But has this 
organisation decided not to use arms in the 
event of war?” 

He replied: 

“There is no such decision, but we have 
decided not to take part in any offensive 
war.’ 


I told him there is no longer any difference 
between offensive and defensive wars. All war 
is one. 

It amounts to this, that they are good people 
but they do not know their minds. Those 
who believe in establishing Peace through the 
increase of armaments are lacking in prin- 
ciples ; those who believe in establishing peace 
through mutual discussion are lacking in 
mutual trust; and those good people who 
believe in the establishment of Peace through 
good works and acts of service are lacking 
in clear conviction, 


Organised violence and discontent are so 
widespread in the world today, and are grow- 
ing so fast, that we can achieve nothing unless 
we face the firm situation with firm and clear 
convictions, 


FINHERE are other friends known as 
~  Pacifists who have decided not to 

use arms in war. 
They have one thing in their favour, a clear 
decision. But it is not enough to say we 


shall not use arms in war, we must create a

positive constructive force through construc- 
tive work. This is the only way. 

The Pacifists have the conviction, but it is 
not always expressed through activity. 


TINHERE is another organisation 
known as the World Peace Move- 


ment which is also working for ‘“ World 
Peace.” 

Its members say that many countries in the 
world, such as India, China and some 


European countries, need peace because they 
cannot develop their resources without peace. 
China wants peace, India too wants peace ; but 
they say that they need peace because they are 
underdeveloped, in order to remove poverty 
and to raise the standard of living in the 
nation, 


Peace has no independent value for them, 
peace is valued because it is necessary for 
development, for increasing national wealth. 
But this is not enough for peace. 

Peace is like water. Water is used both for 
growing crops and for quenching thirst. Those 
who want water for growing their crops have 
a use for water, but those who want water 
for their thirst value water for its own sake.

VINOBA COMES 
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‘I'he age old message of non-violence’ 


TO A VILLAGE 


The writer, Miss Lee Kleiss, spent ten days with Vinobu Bhave last year as he 
walked through the flood-stricken villages of Bihar. This extract from her article 
“Ten Days with Vinoba”, which appeared in Sarvodaya (Jan. 1955), describes her 
first meeting with the leader of the Land Gift Movement and the methods he has 


adopted, 


Lee Kleiss was winding up two years work with the Service Civil International 
(International Voluntary Service for Peace) on work camp projects in India. She is 
an American of European birth, and took her D.Sc degree in Chemistry at Columbia 


University. 


A T 7 a.m. we reached a little village where 
eer green arches of welcome have been con- 
structed, and children and adults had already 
gathered. 

The children were practising songs and 
calls—“ Mahatma Gandhi — Jai, Santa 
Vinobaji—Jai ”, “ Who will be landless in 
our, village ?—No one will be, no one will 
be.’ 

A jeep came through with a loudspeaker 
announcing Vinobaji’s arrival in Hindi. 
The children lined up on one side, the 
adults on the other side of the road, After 
fifteen minufes we saw some twenty people 
approaching, Vinoba Bhave leading by some 
inches. AH were clothed in Indian style, in 
white home-spun cloth, 

The people cheered, and as the group 
passed us, quickly followed. I was caught in 
a swirl and a rush and could hardly get a 
good look until the afternoon prayer meet- 
ing. 

Already at 3 p.m. people were assembled 
and squatting down on the ground, and by 
4 p.m. some 25 thousand had gathered. 

One of the members of the group adjusted 
the microphone and sang a song about this 
revolutionary movement. Someone else sang. 
There were announcements, “Please be 
seated, Do not smoke during the meeting,” 
ete, and the calls were taught to the 
audience. 


* 

At 4.45 Vinobaji arrived, stood on the 
platform while someone started the call, 
“Who will be landless in our village?” 
with the audience crying, “No one will be, 
no one will be!” 

Then he sat for the half hour of prayer 
sung by the group. As his speeches are in 
Hindi, I could not follow. 

He speaks about love—how we should 
lave one another, help one another, and 
share one another’s burdens. Everyone 
should carn his bread by his own brow, not 
by the labour of others. Everyone has the 


right to food, shelter and clothing. Just as 
God lets rain fall on the just and the unjust, 
and has given us air to breathe; so we 
should not deny anyone his basic needs of 
food, shelter and clothing. For this reason 
the landless peasant needs land. He asks, 
“ Will you please give ? Adopt me into your 
famiiy and give me a share of land which 
I will give to the landless. As the average 
Indian family has five children, Jet me be the 
sixth and give me a sixth of your land.” 

After the speech Vinobaji remains to 
autograph his discourses on the message of 
the Gita in Hindi, The Gita has often been 
called the Hindu equivalent of the Sermon 
on the Mount. In the meantime members of 
the group are circulating through the crowd 
with special papers to be filled by those who 
give land. 

Gifts varied in size from two to twenty- 
five thousand acres, 


Though the main request at present is for 
land, for the total revolution many gifts are 
possible. Firstly came Bhoodan—gift of 
land, then Sampati Dan—gift of property 
(4 of one’s income), Buddhi Dan—zgift of 
professional skill and knowledge, Shrama 
Dan—gift of work, and lastly there has 
developed Jivan Dan— or gift of life. I 
spoke with one young man who has been 
asked “ Come follow me.” He could not for 
he has a mother and ao sister to provide for 
and a growing law practice. 

Again and again I am reminded of the 
similarity of Christ’s preaching and healing 
tour on foot through Palestine. Some part 
of the message, such as the homespun 
clothes, may not be directly applicable for 
us in the West, and even tf we cannot accept 
that he is Saint Vinoba, he still challenges 
us to become real Christians for it is the 
same age old messnge of love, non-violence, 
devotion, and service that he preaches as he 
walks from village to village not knowing 
where he will rest his head at night.

Acland’s H-bomb speech 


it would have been intolerable, to suggest, 
when defence depended on men on the ground, 
that the United States should provide all the 
men and Western Europe none. That would 
have been a fantastic suggestion. 

But now the situation is entirely different. 
For the defence of the free world now and 
henceforth we count on the deterrent. In this 
connection, the United States of America—far 
from being, as it is, in terms of manpower, 
smaller than Western Europe—is fantastically 
larger in its industrial capacity; in its power 
of producing aircraft and other weapons, and, 
of course, fantastically larger still in its taxable 
capacity. 

Even were that not so, the fact stands out 
that the United States alone, without any assis- 
tance from anybody, has got the whole of the 
deterrent that is needed. Whereas when the 
matter ultimately depended on men, the United 
States rightly asked, and insisted, that others 
concerned should make their contribution in 
men, the United States—so far as I know— 
does not even want us to make any contribu- 
tion to the thermo-nuclear deterrent. The 
Americans have got enough of it themselves in 
their own country. 


It is pretty clear that the Amcerican’s 
strategic bomber force has already photo- 
graphed every square mile of the Soviet 
Union by night, at over 50,000 feet, with 
infra-red photography. 

There they are, in fact, poised and ready. 

Here are these two giants. They threaten 
each other with complete extermination. The 
American Air Force is quite sufficient to carry 
out the threat of complete extermination if 
need be. To that possibility the RAF of today, 
and even the maximum possible RAF that we 
could build by concentrating all our economic 
resources upon it, would make a hardly signi- 
ficant addition. 


Extraordinary argument 


It has been stated that in some curious way 
the possession of a strategic bomber force 
armed with hydrogen bombs will make us in- 
dependent of the Americans. That is the most 
extraordinary argument that I have ever heard. 

If by the possession of strategic bombers 
armed with hydrogen bombs we make Britain 
independent of the United States we must 
mean one or both of two things. 

We must either mean that with our bomber 
force we could threaten the USSR with the 
ultimate deterrent, even if the United States 
stood passively by; or we must mean that if 
the USA got itself into the position of ex- 
changing hydrogen punches with Russians in 
circumstances of which we did not approve, 
we should have the power to keep out. But 
surely if we examine either of these proposi- 
tions we shall find that neither can be main- 
tained for a single moment. 

It is a very unpopular thing to say anything 
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which reminds us of how small is our island. 
But can anyone in this House get up and tell 
me that, with the USA standing neutral, we 
could sit across from a tough Russian negotia- 
tor at a conference table, and say to him, “If 
you do not give way to us then we are going 
to drop our hydrogen bombs on you”? : 

In a hydrogen-bomb war, with the Amcri- 
cans out, and with Britain fighting the USSR 
does anyone think that we could annihilate 
one-quarter of the bases from which the 
Russians would launch their bomber planes 
and their rockets before they had destroyed, 
mainly by short-range rockets, every possibility 
of organised life here, Iet alone any possibility 
of carrying on a military struggle? 

If it is thought that by possessing 3 
strategic bomber force we make ourselves 
independent of the Americans in the sense 
that we could threaten the Russians without 
the Americans, then I say it is untrue, 
What about the other argument? If the 

Americans and the Russians start trading H- 
bombs with each other, various countries might 
have the good luck to escape from the conse- 
quences. India might be left out; or Italy or 
New Zealand might be left out. 


H-bomb war the end 


The argument that I am going to advance 
now is one of a relatively lower level of 
national selfishness, but I offer it all the same. 
We might be left out if we have not a strategic 
bomber force or the hydrogen bomb. 

But if we have a strategic bomber force 
and the hydrogen bomb, which cannot add 
5 per cent. to the strength of the American 
onslaught, one thing is absolutely certain— 
that we shall, from the first day, be in any 
hydrogen-bomb war into which the Russians 
and the Americans get themselves, 

I must, I am afraid, pick out one argument 
used by the Prime Minister in the course of 
his speech in the debate on defence, because 
it seems to me an argument which anyone of 
his strategic capacity ought to havé secn 
through. He said that we must have a strategic 
bomber force of our own in order that, if the 
hydrogen-bomb war started, we should be in 
the happy position of picking and choosing 
our targets and of not having to rely on the 
Americans to bomb targets for us. 

With great respect to the right hon. Gentle- 
man, that is irrelevant. Let anybody advance 
to me an argument about the kind of weapons 
which we might need for the kind of cold 
war action such as in Korea, which might take 

lace again without leading to the hydrogen 
Boat ; such an argument is relevant. Let any- 
body offer in argument the idea that this 
course or that course could make the use of 
the hydrogen bomb less likely or more likely, 
and I say that is also a relevant argument. 

But to start offering apparently as a 
decisive argument a calculation based on 
what happens if and after the hydrogen war 
itself has broken out, is irrelevant, because 
when it breaks out it does not matter 
whether we pick and choose the particular 
targets which the Americans might not have 
chosen for us. It is the end, 

In passing, may I repudiate the idea that a 
hydrogen-bomb war would mean the end of 
the human race. In some parts of the world 
men would survive, and although they might 
have to revert to infanticide to rid the world 
of monsters, they would none the less survive. 
But not for us, 


If this war breaks out and we are in it, 
that is the end for us. 


That brings me back to the question of how 
to stop it, and here in the short run I accept 
the answer that was given in the defence debate 
by the Prime Minister. In the short run, the 
hope of not having a hydrogen-bomb war 
rests in our belief that these two giants, 
counterpoised against each other in hatred, 
fear, power, and suspicion, may each be so 
terrified of the damage that might be done by 
one to the other that neither will take the 
responsibility of unleashing the final holocaust. 
That-is a real hope, though not a certainty, in 
the short run. 

But what about the long run? 

How long has the human race to live on 
the razor edge of tension, with the minds of 
our young men in schools and universitics 
—as hon, Members must know it in cases of 
their own children—distorted through the 
domination of their lives by this fear which 
hangs over all of us ? 

How long is it to go. on? 

Surely the only relevant, strategic question 
is, what line of policy can we possibly adopt 
which will give us some chance—I do not say 
a certainty because we cannot say “ certainty ” 
in these matters—to play our part in relaxing, 
over the decades, this tension between these 
two giants which strains the world to distrac- 
tion. 


Need for mediation 


Consider the USA and the USSR in isola- 
tion, and assume, for the purposes of argu- 
ment, the hypothetical case that they are the 
only two nations in the world. I would say 
that in such a situation there could be no 
long-term hope for the relaxation’ of the ten- 
sion at all. 

T say, not in hatred or even in criticism of 
the people or the Government of the USSR or 
those of the USA, but just because of the 
nightmare situation in which they find them- 
selves, that, as far as those two giants are 
concerned in their relations with each other, 
there is no possibility, except a continuance of 
fear, distrust, power to meet fear, more fear 
because of more power, more hatred because 
of more fear, more distrust and more tension. 

Therefore, the only hope of the world and 
for our children and grandchildren lies in 
this: that some other peoples, extending at 
each moment the very maximum of 
tolerance, sympathy, and understanding, and, 
of course, constructive criticism, both to 

America, and to the USSR, may be able, 

over the course of years, to show those two 

giants the way of learning to tolerate each 
India has done a little of this

SINCE the announcement of the 
~ Government’s decision to make the 
H-bomb, the bomb has been, not only 
front page news and the main subject 
for House of Commons’ debate, sermoiis 
and leading articles, but it has also re- 
sulted in a very significant change in the 
attitude usually adopted towards pacifists. 


Up to this time, pacifists have been, at the 
one extreme, abused as fanatical mischief 
makers, or, at the other, tolerated as sincerely 
mistaken idealists ; but now it would seem that 
they are to be envied as safe and privileged 
persons who are sccure in their beliefs and are, 
therefore, faced with no problem. 


Intelligent people are saying and writing, 
what is tantamount to: “It’s all right for you, 
you're a pacifist,” as though this was some 
congenital trait which saves the pacifist from 
the H-bomb dilemma! 


That this new perception of the pacifist posi- 
tion is a hopeful sign there can be no question, 
Those who, instead of brushing aside the moral 
objection to war as impractical, are now turn- 
ing envious eyes towards the rock on which 
the pacifist has taken his stand, must eventually 
ask themselves why it is simple for the pacifist, 
and begin to think it may be logical to take 
the same stand. 


Sir Richard Acland in the notable speech 
which accompanied his decision to challenge 
the electorate, while stating that the “ purely 
pacifist argument is enormously strong” does 
not absolutely align himself with it. And yet 


essential work within the last couple of 

years. 

I do not want to whitewash the Indians com- 
pletely as if they were saints. Alas, their 
relations with their nearest neighbours are 
sometimes open to criticism, whether it be 
valid or not. But in relation to the great world 
and to the tension between East and West, the 
Indians, in the last 12 months or two years, 
have achieved something. 

The Foreign Secretary achicved something 
in relation to the conflict in Indo-China. Let 
me point out, however, that the right hon. 
Gentleman (Mr. Eden) achieved this success 
before we were committed to building the 
hydrogen bomb and a strategic air force ; and, 
much more important, he achieved his success 
after it had become clear that we were not in 
any circumstances going to use force in rela- 
tion to the Indo-China conflict. 

By embarking now upon the building of the 
strategic bomber force, which has no purpose 
except to carry the hydrogen bomb, we place 
ourselves for ever—or at least until this deci- 
sion is reversed—outside the arena from which 
we could be effective is assuaging the ghastly 
tension between the two great countries which 
tears the heart out of mankind. By making 
ourselves an integral part of one of the two 
poles between which the tension rages, we can 
do nothing more to relieve it. 


More decisive than bombs 


All our actions from now on will only serve 

to intensify fear, hate, power, and suspicion. 
We are handing over the task of assuaging 
the tension to others, such as Sweden, India, 

Indonesia,, and a few more. My fear is that 

without us those others are not quite strong 

enough to succeed. If we pursued the 

strategic policy necessary to join them I 

believe that we and they together might 

bring it off. 

To each there is bound to come a time when 
he has to say to his friends that here he has 
come to an issue that he feels to be so decisive 
that he cannot keep company with them any 
longer with only such mild protests as a 
speech, a Motion on the Order Paper, and, 
perhaps an occasional naughty vote in a Lobby 
which the Whips suggest to be the wrong one. 

The time must come when he has to stand 
up and take the final step and say, reluctantly, 
“On this issue we must part company and I 
must test out what the electors feel about it.” 

At this time, when J am sure that many little 
people are bewildered by the fact that both 
the leading parties have accepted this horror 
and—if I may say so with all friendship-=when 
the initiative taken by my right hon. Friend 
the Member for Ebbw Vale (Mr. BevariNin’the 
defence debate Jast week was, to say the [east 
of it, so bewildering—somebady must go tthe 
limits of what is possible within the frame- 
work of our democracy in order to /asgért 
that reconciliation, sympathy and undersiand- 
ing—even sympathy and understanding (for 
men and nations {hat we believe to be wrong— 
are, in the end, stronger and more decisive 
forces than anything that comes out of the 
instruments of unlimited physical power. I 
should not be true to myself if I did anything 
other than that.
